Mr. LEIF JONES—Does that mean that the 
Government have decided to change the total 
barrelage brewed for the year from the ten 
million barrels, or simply that they are going 
to brew more in the summer months and less 
dufing the winter, so as to keep the total at 
ten million barrels? 

Mr. DEVLIN—May I ask whether the effect 
of lowering the gravity of the additional beer 
to be brewed wiil be to seriously damage the 
Irish brewing trade; and whether, in these cir- 
cumstances, the. right hon. gentleman will ar- 
range that the proportion of the additional 
beer which may be brewed in Ireland may be 
of such a gravity as to enable Irish brewers to 
maintain the distinct quality of their brew?

Mr. BONAR LAW— As regards the first ques- 
won, the decision of the Government does mean 
that the total barrelage will be inereased by 
the increase permitted for the coming quarter.

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IN GERMAN HANDS. 

This is a translation of the graphic 
account, by M, Charles Hennebois, of his 
experiences in German military prisons. 
The care shown by him to chronicle every 


stray act of kindness, only serves to throw 
into bolder relief the general brutality 
which it was his lot to undergo, From 
the time when he falls with a shattered leg 
in the field of lucerne, and, after hours 
of pain, sees the wounded, who called to 
the German patrols for water, savagely 
done to death with the butt-ends of their 
rifles, and then searched and robbed— 
through all the long hours in which he 
lay in a hollow, soaked with the incessant 
rain, till, after three days’ misery, he was 
taken by German stretcher-bearers to the 
hospital at St. M.—he makes us see 
vividly the horrors of a battle-field. These 
are eclipsed, however, by the cruel tor- 
tures which he had afterwards to suffer. 
The first operation is performed skilfully, 
if roughly; but the leg is afterwards 
amputated—as he was told by a German 
surgeon, quite unnecessarily—and then his 
long martyrdom begins. When the fever 
has left him he finds himself in charge 
of a surgeon, Herr F., who is “full of 
kindness and devotion”’; but the orderlies 
“do as little as they possibly can for us.” 

A French lady visitor shows him much 
kindness, bat he does not long remain to 
profit by it. The wounded have been 
systematically robbed. One of the order- 
les showed him his purse “ containing 
nearly 2,000 francs (£80) in 20 and 10 
franc pieces, among them a double Napo- 
leon of 50 francs. M. Hennebois is soon 
removed to Metz in a rough cart, lying 
without support of any kind on a few 
handfuls of straw. Everywhere on. the 
road he-sees German provisions for retreat 
—" zig-zag trenches, little forts, communi- 
cation trenches,” empty of men. In ‘the 
hospital at Montigny-les-Metz every pre- 
caution is taken against possible spying. 
Men crippled with acute rheumatism are 
treated with great suspicion, owing to the 
absence of wounds. One poor fellow 
especially, who bore a German name, was 
looked on with much disfavour. M. 
Hennebois, on the contrary, having some 
knowledge of German, was able to do 
something for his less fortunate ‘comrades. 
this avas..not to Jast...Some of the 
prisoners were so imprudent as to write 
to their families that they were wel! looked 
after and kindly treated. This displeased 
the Censor. The head doctor was punished, 
and the inspector—because one of the 
prisoners, knowing that he collected 
foreign stamps, had written home for some 
~-was accused of having entered into sus- 
picious relations with prisoners, and was 
courtmartialled. 

The new head doctor, Doctor Orth, has 
no desire for leniency. The writing 
of letters is strictly limited. The 
ration of bread is diminished, lockers 
are searched every day, parcels of food 
from’ France are forbidden, the brown 
mang or canvas in which these parcels 
ave been wrapped is alone given to the 
addressees. Chocolate, sweets, biscuits, 
and sugar go to unknown hands. “ They 
are gracious gifts which the French 
wounded present to their German

_ LUTHER AND LIBERTY. 

This is the sixth and concluding volume 
of Father Grisar’s “Luther.” Like its 
five predecessors, it, deals entirely with the 
thought of the reformer ; indeed, the chief 
weakness of the book is that there is no 
historical background. The author as 
sumes that his readers possess a working 
knowledge of events down to 1546. In 
some respects he is entitled to assume 
such knowledge, for it is unlikely that any 
Save experts—and controversialists . in 
search of material—will read these six 
volumes. At the same time we wish that 
the Diets had been dealt with at some 
length. It is all very well to treat Luther 
as a man of thought: it was right to do 
so, for very few books, except Koestlin’s 
two volumes, have looked on the reformer 
in this light. As, however, he was essen- 
tially a man of action, one result of the 
reading of Father Grisar’s magnum opus 
is that we are left with a lop-sided impres- 
sion of its subject. It is, perhaps, a 
fault, though a fault that, in our opinion, 
errs on the right side. As we are criti- 
cising, we ought to say also that the index 
is not sufficiently elaborate. Few are 
likely to read the whole book through, and 
it is, therefore, all the more a pity that 
the index is.not much better than it is. 
Praise, however, not blame, is the meed 
of the author. For example, he has an 
invaluable appendix, giving all the publi- 
cations of Luther in chronological order. 
It is elaborate and it is accurate. The 
thirty pages containing it will often be 
consulted by the reader with a sense of 


redeeming feature, to acknowledge every | gratitude to Father Grisar. 


The last decade of Luther's life was 
comparatively quiet, both in events and in 
literary labour, The main topics of this 
volume are Luther’s attitude towards so- 
ciety and education, the darker side of his 
inner life, his later embellishments of his 
early life, the Visible Church and the In- 
visible Church, and the end of his life. 
All the facts are carefully given by the 
author: his interpretation of the facts is 
quite another matter. We believe that he 
means tod be fair, but, of course, it is not 
easy for a Jesuit to be fair to a man who 
did more than any other single man to 
bring about the Reformation. The 
counter-Reformation was largely the work 
of the Jesuits, and its main ‘object was to 
undo what the Lutheran Church had 
done. 

No one can read this book without 
being gravely exercised by the problem of 
toleration. Was Luther tolerant? Did 
his cause ultimately promote toleration? 
To the first question Father Grisar re- 
turns an unhesitating negative, and un- 
doubtedly the latter part of the career of 
the masterful German affords much evi- 
dence supporting a negative conclusion. 
The early part of his life, however, yields 
just as much evidence of his love for free- 
dom. It is not possible to read his 
“ Liberty of a Christian Man ” and believe 
that freedom made no appeal to him. On 
the other hand, when a man allows him. 
self to be mastered by an opinion which 
he holds to be complete, absolutely and 
evidently truthful, to such an extent that 


you are guilty if you do not accept it, he | 


is of necessity, at any rate in the six- 
téenth century, intolerant. At first sight 
Luther offers a strange contradiction in 
eagerly claiming liberty for himself and 
his associates while sternly refusing it to 
others; but in reality all this is very 
simple. He believed differently from the 
Roman Catholics, but he believed as abso- 
lutely as they. The appeal from the 
Church to Scripture, which was the 
soul of the Reformation, could not but be 
turnea to the nrofit of criticism, and in 


| this sense Luther was a harbinger. of free- 
| dom of thoupht. 


This he was without either 
knowing or wishing it. History presents 
many instances in which the doctrines of 
a party and the hidden tendencies of that 
party are in flat contradiction.

So we have orders to amputate without 
hesitation any injured limbs by way of 
reprisal. We are not to try to save any.’ 
On his arrival at San Klemens the surgeon 
who examined the wound found “the bone 
sawed half through, the upper part in the 
shape of a V., pieces broken away at the 
rides, and fragments of bone left in the 
wound.” This, be it remembered, was 
after two amputations of the same limb. 
Is it to be wondered that the German 
surgeon asked: “ Who did this? Was it 
in a field hospital ”” Patients with 
amputated limbs, brought back to their 
wards after having had them dressed, were 
treated inhumanly by the orderlies, who 
“raced like lunatics through the passages, 
tossing the limp, mutilated body higher 
and higher still, a living, suffering ball.” 
Another operation is now found to be 
necessary, and the leg is again shortened. 
Every five or six days “splinters as thick 
as one’s little finger are taken from the 
wound. And in vain does it close up; it 
has to be constantly re-opened.” 

Hennebois has much to tell us of le 

gommerce allemand _ (German petty 
trade). The prisoners are mulcted of any- 
money they may have for such ordinary 
articles as a purse or a pair of braces, 
for which they pay. five times the price 
charged ina French shop. The newspaper 
accounts, too, alike of victories and de- 
feats. are prepared for líome consumption. 
For instance, the first fall of Przemysl is 
chronicled, but the communiqué admits 
only 50,000 prisoners. This figure is sub- 
sequently raised to 80,000, but the number 
ls said to include 30,000 workmen, and 
20,000 employés, hospital. attendants, 
cooks, grooms, ete, Then there are at 
least 30,000 undergoing treatment in the 
hospitals: result, says M. Hennebois, 
80,000 minus 80,000, equal 0. No wonder 
he asks, “Can the Germans really be so 
stupid as to believe all this?” 

After a miserable time in San Klemens 
the welcome order is received for another 
move, and M. Hennebois and six coma 1¢s 
are told off for camps, but before, starting 
he is informed that all men who have lost 
limb will be transferred to another 
hospital.

‘Nationalism and Internationalism”’ the 
historian developed his thesis of the rule 
of Jaw and the rule of liberty, and of the 
part they played in bringing about the 
present strugg'e. There is nothing novel 
in the view thut the war is essentially a 
contest between autocracy and democracy. 
We all know it, or at least we think we 
do. As we read that book, however, we 
begin to realise the implications of law 
and liberty as we did in no other work 
except Dicey's “ Law of the Constitution.” 
The scope of the thesis expands in the new 
book. Pormert> our attention was con- 
fined to Europe, whereas now we are in- 
vited to survey law and liberty through- 
out the world. In one sense this is an old 
question, for all struggles for power in 
Europe sooner or later have assumed a 
world form. Jt was so with Philip of 
Spain, it was so with Louis XIV. of 
France, it was so with Napoleon, and it is 
so with William II. In another and 
deeper sense this contest is unique. On 
the other three occasions the contest was 
world-wide, but the rest of mankind was 
not influenced, as it is now, by European 
conceptions 6f government. What makes 
this book of such value is its prophetic 
nature. We all want to raise the veil of 
the future and to see what it holds in store 
for us. Professor Muir has achieved an 
undoubted success in his able attempt to 
pierce the veil. 

No one can rise from a perusal of the 
fine chapter on Europe and the non- 
European worl without finding 
his ideas clarified. We do not believe that 
here Professor Muir adds anything to our 
knowledge, but it is of the last importance 
to have our mind tidy, and he certainly 
tidies it for us. He is also successful in 
showing how our Empire was transformed 
between 1815 and 1878. Then comes one of 
the most penetrating chapters in the book, 
dealing with the era of World States. In 
the past power has run along the banks of 
the Manzanares,the Seine,and the Spree. Is 
the new river to be the St. Lawrence or 
the Murray? Will the primacy remain 
in Europe, or will the course of power con- 
tinue t flow westwards? ese are 
among the questions which the author es- 
says to answer. His book is brilliant, 
able, and, above all, penetrating. It 
goes to the root of the matter, and is 
thought-provoKing in the highest degree.

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THREATENED STRIKE OF 
MANCHESTER TRAMWAY MEN. 


The Ministry of Labour announces that with 
reference to the threatened strike of Manchester 
tramway workers the following, telegram has 
heen sent to the General Secretary of the 
Amalgamated Association of ‘Tramway Workers, 
Sauchester —" The Ministry of Labour have 
had reported to them by the Manchester Cor- 

oration that their employés in the Tramway 

Yepartment have decided at a mass meeting to 
cease work this (Friday) night. The Minister, 
in view of the serious dislocation of traffic 
which would ensue, and the consequent diminu- 
tion of important munition products, views the 
matter with grave concern, and urges the men 
to reconsider their decision. He would point 
out that the strike will be illegal, as being in 
contravention of, and subject to the penalties 
of, the Munitions of War Act. He understands 
that the Manchester Corporation have offered 
a settlement on the following lines —That, pro- 
viding the employés immediately resume the 
working conditions existing prior to the last 
arbitration, the Tramways Committee will be 
prepared to consider the question of re-opening 
the award, having regard to any special condi- 
tions that may operate in Manchester. The 
Minister is prepared, providing the conditions 
of this offer in regard to agg Í ordinary 
working conditions are complied with, and no 
strike takes place, at once to arrange for the 
difficulties that have arisen since the last award 
was made to be submitted to arbitration within 
seven days, and the decision announced within 
fourteen days. 

The Press Association's Manchester corre- 
spondent states that before receiving the tele- 
gram of the Minister of Labour, the Manchester 
tram workers had decided to take a ballot as 
to whether work should cease at 9 o'clock last 
night. The result of the ballot was announced 
as follows:—For a strike, 967; against, 687. As 
a sufficient majority for calling a strike was not 
secured, work will proceed as usual.

If the theatre, apart from opera, is dull, 
however, there are signs of quickened interest 
in the great, abiding things of poetry and 
drama. And of this quickened interest Shake- 
speare is the centre. In this column last week 
we exp the view that if Shakespeare 
were enthroned in British theatres there would 
be little work for the recruiting sergeant. A 
still better thought has struck the Shakespeare 
Association. It is tfying to enthrone him in 
the schools of England and in those of the 
United States. The movement, if successfal, 
will have consequences almost beyond measure. 
A healthy interest in Shakespeare is an educa- 
tion in itself. A knowledge of him in his 
myriad aspects is a liberal education. An 
understanding of his patriotic teaching is an 
inspiration. A meeting of the Shakespeare 
Agsociation at King’s College, London, early 
in the week elected Mr. Page, American Am- 
bassador, as President, thus emphasising the 
affinity of race: and tongue and ideal which 
binds both peoples. “The important part of the 
proceedings was the reading of a message in 
which Mr. Page announced that the United 
States Commissioner of Education has made 
“a memorandum that Shakespeare Day shall 
be generally observed hereafter in the schools 
of the United States.” The same rule will ap- 
ply in schools throughout Great Britain. Are 
the children in our Irish schools to miss this 
opportunity of knowing Shakespeare? The 
question may have no immediate bearing. on 
the theatre. Indirectly, however, it does touch 
the theatre; and may in the near future touch 
it vitally. For it is certain that the children 
who approach the theatre by the broad, sunny 
highway of the Shakespeare play will bring 
With them a clearer vision, a profounder sym- 
pathy, a juster taste than those who come by 
other ways. 
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A. modern ‘revolution is not quite complete 
without the cimematograph. The Russian one 
is on the film already, and the curious may 
view a number of its stirring scenes and inci- 
dents in the Theatre Royal during the coming 
week. How much would one not give for films 
depicting the progress of the Revolution and the 
Terror in the France that is to-day our Ally!

The result of these successful sence was 
that the province of Sinai, which for two 
years had n partially occupied by the Turks, 
was freed of all formed podies of Turkish 
troops. 
In general, the period following 

the action at Magruntein was, on my 
eastern front, devoted to preparations for a 
further advance, IS né le work was 
done during this period by the Royal Navy 

in transporting and landing supplies from 
the sea at El Arish. The coast is excep- 
tionally unfavourable for operations of this 
kind, owing to strong currents, a shelving 
and shifting beach and heavy surf. Never- 
theless, owing to the whole-hearted co- 
‘operation oof Vice-Admiral Sir RB. FE. 
Wemyss, K.C.B. C.M.G., M.V.O., and 
those under him, a large amount of stores 
and supplies was landed. Before the end 

of. the month the railway station at El 
Arish was completed. During the month 

of February, on the eastern front, the rail- 
way, in spite of many difficulties owing to 
the heavy sand, was gradually pushed out 
along the coast. The period generally was de- 
voted to the perfection of the. El Arish posi- 


tion, and to the energetic training of the 


troops. 
THE WESTERN FRONT. 

During most of the period under review 
the estern Front has been quiet. 
The work done by the light and ‘armoured 
cars, owing to the dash and enterprise of their 
officers, has been uniformly excellent. They 
are the terror of all the ill-disposed in the 
Western Desert, and to them, as much as to 
any, is due the tisfactory state of things 
whieh exist throughout from the coast down to 
the Fayum. During the month of January I 
received intelligence that Sayed Ahmed, the 
Grand Senussi, with his Commander-in-Chief, 
Mohammed Saleh, whose force amounted to 
some 1,200 men, were making preparations to 
depart from the Siwa Oasis and to retire to 
Jaghbub. I therefore ordered an immediate re- 
connaissance of the Siwa and Girba Oases to 
be undertaken by a column consisting entirely 
of armoured motor cars, and supplied by motor 
transport based on Mersa Matruh, with the ob- 
ject of verifying the ahove report, and of in- 
flicting as much loss as possible on such part of 
the enemy forces as might be met with. Com- 
mand of this column was entrusted to Brigadier- 
General H. W. Hodgson, €.V.O.. C.B., whose 
plan was to attack the enemy camp at Girba 


with his main body, and to detach two ar~ 


moured motor batteries to block the pass at 
Garet-el-Munasib—the only pass between Siwa 
and Jaghbub practicable for camels—so that 
should Sayed Ahmed, as was probable, take to 


| flight, casualties might be inflicted on his re- 


treating column by the detached batteries, and 
his march be deflected into the waterless sand- 
dunes. The whole column returned to Matruh 
on the 8th February, having sustained no casu- 
alities to personnel beyond three officers slightly 
wounded, or to material besides the ldss of one 
tender with broxen springs. The enemy's losses 
were 40 killed, including two Senussij officers, 
and 200 wounded, including five Turkish 
officers » 70 rifles were brought in and 150 de- 
stroyed ; 3,000 rounds of small arms ammunition 
were brought in and 2,000 destroyed, besides 
what was burnt by the enemy; 40 of the 
enemy's camels were killed, and a large number 
of shelters and tents were burnt. Though the 
capture of Sayed Ahmed and Mohammed Saleh 
was wanting to the complete success of the 
operations, the fighting troops—supported most 
admirably by the supply cohimn working under 
extremely arduous conditions—accomplished all 
that was possible under the circumstances, and 
great credit is due to General Hodgson and his 
staff. The expedition dealt a rude blow to the 
moral of the Senussi, left the Grand Senussi 
himself painfully making his way to Jaghbub 
through the rugged and waterless dunes, and 
freed my western front from the menace of his 
forces. 
THE ARMOURED CARS. 

The outstanding features of the period 
covered by this despatch have been, on the 
eastern front the rapid progress of the railways, 
and on the western front the work of the ar- 
moured cars. For the speed at which the rail- 
way has been pushed out along the dosert of 
El Arish and beyond, the greatest credit is due 
to Colonel Sir G. Macauley, K.C.M.G., C.B., Di- 
rector of Railways, the officers of his staff, and 
the officers: and men of the railway companies. 
In spite of endless difficulties owing to heavy 
sand and lack of water, they maintained by 
their strenuous efforts a rate of advance. which 
was not far behind that of the fighting troops, 
and were largely instrumental in enabling tlie 
latter to keep the enemy under a continual pres- 
sure. 

I have already referred to the excellent work 
of the armoured cars, and light car patrols on the 
western front. ‘Their mobility, and the skill and 
energy With which they are handled, have made 
them an ideal arm for the western desert, where 
the sand is not so heavy as on the east. It is 
not too much to say that the. successful clear- 
ance of the western oases and the satisfactory 
state of affairs which now exists on the western 
front is due more to the dash and enterprise of 
the armoured car batteries and the light car 
eg © than to any other cause, and the enemy

MR. JUSTICE ROSS AND DISLOYALTY.

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IN GERMAN HANDS. | 
This is a translation of the graphic 
account, by M. Charles Hennebois, of his 
experiences in German military prisons. 
The care shown by him to chronicle every 


-yedeeming feature, to acknowledge every 


stray act of kindness, only serves to throw 
into bolder relief the general brutality 
which it was his lot to undergo. From 
the time when he falls with a shattered leg 
in tlw field of lucerne, and, after hours 
of pain, sees the wounded, who called to 
the German patrols for water, ‘savagely 
done to death with the butt-ends of their 
rifles, and then searched and robbed— 
through all the long hours in which he 
lay in a hollow, soaked with the incessant 
rain, till, after three days’ misery, he was 
taken by German stretcher-bearers to the 
hospital at St. M.—he makes us see 
vividly the horrors of a battle-field. These 
are eclipsed, however, by the cruel tor- 
tures which he had afterwards to suffer. 
The first operation is performed skilfully, 
if roughly; but the leg is afterwards 
amputated—as he was told by a German 
surgeon, quite unnecessarily—and then his 
long martyrdom begins. When the fever 
has left him he finds himself in charge 
of a surgeon, Herr F., who is “full of 
kindness and devotion’”’; but the orderlies 
“do as little as they possibly can for us.” 
A French lady visitor shows him much 
kindness, but he does not long remain to 
protit by it. The wounded have been 
systema@tically robbed. One of the order- 
hes showed him his purse “ containing 
nearly 2,000 francs (£80) in 20 and. 10 
franc pieces,” among them a double Napo- 
leon of 50 francs. M. Hennebois is soon 
removed to Metz in a rough cart, lying 
without support of any kind on a few 
handfuls of straw. Everywhere on. the 
road he sees German provisions for retreat 
—"‘ zig-zag trenches, littlé forts, communi- 
cation trenches,” empty of men. In the 
hospital at Montigny-les-Metz every pre- 
caution is taken against possible spying. 
Men crippled with acute rheumatism are 
treated with great suspicion, owing to the 
absence of wounds. One poor fellow 
especially, who bore a German name, was 
looked on with much disfavour. M. 
Hennebois, on the contrary, having some 
knowledge of German, was able to do 
something for his less fortunate comrades. 
this awas..not to last. -.Some -of the 


prisoners were so imprudent as to write 


to their families that they were well looked 
after and kindly treated. This displeased 
the Censor. The head doctor was punished, 
and the inspector—because one of the 
prisoners, knowing that he collected 
foreign stamps, had written home for some 
~—was accused of having entered into sus- 
picious relations with prisoners, and was 
courtmartialled. 

The new head doctor, Doctor Orth, has 
no desire for leniency. The writing 
of letters is strictly limited.

from’ France are forbidden, the brown 
my or canvas in which these parcels 
ave been wrapped is alone given to the 
addressees.

“Your doctors in France are amputating 
the limbs of our German soldiers just as 
they please. We have letters to prove it. 


So we have orders to amputate without | 


hesitation any injured limbs by way of 
reprisal. We are not to try to save any.” 
On his arrival at San Klemens the surgeon 
who examined the wound found “the bone 
sawed half through, the upper part in the 
shape of a V., pieces fies 2 away at the 
sides, and fragments of bone left in the 
wound.” This, be it remembered, was 
after two amputations of the same limb. 
Is it to be wondered that the German 
surgeon asked: “ Who did this? Was it 
in a field hospital?’ Patients with 
amputated limbs, brought back to their 
wards after having had them dressed, were 
treated inhumanly by the orderlies, who 
“raced like lunatics through the passages, 
tossing the limp, mutilated body higher 
and higher still, a living, suffering ball.” 
Another operation is now found to be 
necessary, and the leg is again shortened. 
Every five or six days “‘splinters as thick 
as one’s little fingér are taken from the 
wound. And in vain does it close up; it 
has to be constantly re-opened,” 

M. Hennebois has much to tell us of le 
beldil .gommerce allemand (German petty 
trade). The prisoners are mulcted of any 
money they may have for such ordinary 
articles as a purse or a pair of braces, 
for which they pay. five times the price 
charged in a French shop. The newspaper 
accounts, too, alike of victories and de- 
feats. are prepared for home consumption, 
For instance, the first fall of Przemysl is 
chronicled, but the comnrwniqué admits 
only 50,000 prisoners. This figure is sub- 
sequently raised to 80,000, but the number 
ls said to include 30,000 workmen, and 
20,000 employés, hospital attendants, 
cooks, grooms, ete. Then there are at 
least 30,000 undergoing treatment.in the 
hospitals: result, says M. Hennebois, 
80,000 minus 80,000, equal 0. No wonder 
he asks, “Can the Germans really be so 
stupid as to believe all this?” 

After a miserable time in San Klemens 
the welcome order is received for another 
move, and M. Hennebois and six coma les 
are told off for camps, but before starting 
he is informed that all men who have lost 
a limb will be transferred to another 
hospital, After a long, but not uncom- 
fortable, railway journey, he finds. himself 
in Offenburg, in Baden, and here all is 
changed. ‘San. Klemens,” he tells us,

_ _ LUTHER AND LIBERTY. 

This is the sixth and concluding volume 
of Father Grisar’s “Luther.” Like its 
five predecessers, it, deals entirely with the 
thought of the reformer ; indeed, the chief 
w@kness of the book is that there is no 
historical background. The author as- 
sumes that his readers possess a working 
knowledge of events down to 1546. In 
some respects he is entitled to assume 
such knowledge, for it is unlikely that any 
save experts—and controversialists in 
search of material—will read these six 
volumes. At the same time we wish that 
the Diets had been dealt with at some 
length. It is all very well to treat Luther 
as a man of thought: it was right to do 
so, for very few books, except Koestlin’s 
two volumes, have looked on the reformer 
in this light. As; however, he was essen- 
tially a man of action, one result of the 
reading of Father Grisar’s magnum opus 
is that we are left with a lop-sided impres- 
sion of its subject. It is, perhaps, a 
fault, though a fault that, in our opinion, 
errs on the right side. As we are criti- 
cising, we ought to say also that the index 
is not sufficiently elaborate. Few are 
likely to read the whole book through, and 
it as, therefore, all the more a pity that 
the index is not much better than it is.

To the first question Father Grisar re- 
turns an unhesitating negative, and un- 
doubtedly the latter part of the career of 
the masterful German affords much evi- 
dence supporting a negative conclusion. 
The early part of his life, however, yields 
just as much evidence of his love for free- 
dom. It is not possible to read his 
“ Liberty of a Christian Man ” and believe 
that freedom made no appeal to him. On 
the other hand, when a man allows him. 
self to be mastered by an opinion which 
he holds to be complete, absolutely and 


evidently truthful, to such an extent that | 


you are guilty if you do not accept it, he 
is of necessity, at any rate in the 
téenth century, intolerant. At first sight 
Luther offers a strange contradiction in 
eagerly claiming liberty for himself and 
his associates while sternly refusing it to 
othgrs ; but in reality all this is very 
simple. He believed differently from the 


Roman Catholics, but he badges as abso- 
lutely as they. The appe@®®from the

THE EXPANSION OF EUROPE. 

This book is a sequel to Professor Muir's 
“Nationalism and Internationalism,” and 
his preface makes it Clear that he has 
written a continuation dealing with self- 
government and its development in the 
modern world. Unfortunately we gather 
that the continuation is in manuscript, 
end is likely to remain there. In 
‘Nationalism and Internationalism”’ the 


| historian developed his thesis of the rule 


of law and the rule of liberty, and of the 
part they played in bringing about the 
present struggle. There is nothing novel 
in the view that the war is essentially a 
contest between autocracy and democracy. 
We all know it, or at least we think we 
do. As we read that book, however, we 
begin to realise the implications of law 
and liberty as we did in no other work 
except Dicey's “‘ Law of the Constitution. ' 
The scope of the thesis expands in the new 
book. Formerly our attention was con- 
fined to Europe, whereas now we are in- 
vited ‘to survey law and liberty through- 
out the world.” In one sense this is an old 
question, for all struggles for power in 
Europe sooner or later have assumed a 
world form. It was so with Philip of 
Spain, it was so with Louis XIV. of 
France, it was so with Napoleon, and it is 
so with William Il. In another and 
deeper sense this contest is unique. On 
the other three occasions the contest was 
world-wide, but the rest of mankind was 
not influenced, as it is now, by European 
conceptions 6f government. What makes 
this book of such value is its - prophetic 
nature. We all want to raise the veil of 
the future. and to see what it holds in store 
for us. Professor Muir has achieved an 
undoubted success in his able attempt to 
pierce the veil. 

No one can rise from a perusal of the 
fine chapter on Europe and the non- 
European world without finding 
his ideas clarified. We do not believe that 
here Professor Muir adds anything to our 
knowledge, but it is of the last importance 
to have our mind tidy, and he certainly 
tidies it for us. He is also successful in 
showing how our Empire was transformed 
between 1815 and 1878. Then comes one of 
the most penetrating chapters in the book, 
dealing with the era of World States. In 
the past power has run along the banks of 
the Mansanates the Seine,and the Spree. Is 
the new river to be the St. Lawrence or 
the Murray? Will the primacy remain 
in Europe, or will the course of power con- 
tinue to flow westwards? ese are 
among the questions which the author es- 
says to answer. His book is brilliant, 
able, and, above all, penetrating. It 
goes to the root of the matter, and is 
thought-provoking in the highest degree.

THREATENED STRIKE OF 
MANCHESTER TRAMWAY MEN. 


The Ministry of Labour announces that with 
reference to the threatened strike of Manchester 
tramway workers the following, telegram has 
heen sent to the General Secretary of the 
Amalcamated, Association of Tramway Workers, 
ph aren “The Ministry of Labour have 
had reported to them by the Manchester Cor- 
oration that their employés in the Tramway 
Yepartment have decided at a mass meeting to 
cease work this (Friday) night. The Minister, 
in view of the serious dislocation of traffic 
which would ensue, and the consequent diminu- 
tion of important munition products, views the 
matter with grave concern, and urges the men 
to reconsider their decision. He would point 
out that the strike will be illegal, as being in 
contravention of, and subject to the penalties 
of, the Munitions of War Act. He understands 
that the Manchester Corporation have offered 
a settlement on the following lines:—That, pro- 
viding the employés immediately resume the 
working conditions existing prior to the last 
arbitration, the Tramways Committee will be 
prepared to consider the question of re-opening 
the award, having regard to any special condi- 
tions that may operate in Manchester. The 
Minister is prepared, providing the conditions 
of this offer in regard to resuming ordinary 
working conditions are complied with, and no 
strike takes place, at once to arrange for the 
difficulties that have arisen since the last award 
was made to be submitted to arbitration within 
seven days, and the decision announced within 
fourteen days.”’ 

The Press Association’s Manchester corre- 
spondent states that before receiving the tele- 
gram of the Minister of Labour, the Manchester 
tram workers had decided to take a ballot as 
to whether work should cease at 9 o'clock last 
night. The result of the ballot was announced 
as follows:—For a strike, 967; against, 687. As 
a sufficient majority for calling a strike was not 
secured, work will proceed as usual.

Twe events of interest have given @ lified 
‘distinction to the theatrical week in ,London. 
if no work of first impdértance has been pro- 
duced, the Stage Society has brought forth 
something new and strange in the late Henry 
James's play, “The Outcry.” The piece is one 
that has a history. The author wrote it, for 
Charles Frohman’s Repertory Theatre. The 
Repertory Theatre c to be, and Henry 
James, good practical man that he was, trans- 
formed the play into a book, dnd in that form 
he gave it to the public. e book was, as 
The Times critic tells us, a play thinly veiled. 
The Stage Society, appears to have served hte- 
rary interest in tracing atid staging the original 
play. Yet the impression made by the produc- 
tion hardly justifies the hope that we shall see, 
or rather hear, “The Outery” in our theatres, 
except by way of a concession to the curious. 
One gathers that there are fine touches in it, 
but that it imposes too severe a test on some 
of the chief characters. The other circum- 
stance of note is the return of Miss Violet 
Vanbrugh to the London stage in “ Mrs. 
Pomeroy’s Reputation,” a play by 
Annesley Vachell and Thomas Cobb. She 
seems to have been weleomed as befits a finished 
artist. The play, however, is not epoch- 
making, and Mise Vanbrugh’s part in it is 
summed up as a variant of a Merry Widow 
part. If the theatre, apart from opera, is dull, 
however, there are signs of quickened interest 
in the great, abiding things of poetry and 
drama. And of this quickened interest Shake- 
speare is the centre. In this column last week 
we expressed the view that if Shakespeare 
were enthroned in British theatres there would 
be little work for the recruiting sergeant. A 
still better thought has struck the Shakespeare 
Association. It is trying to enthrone him in 
the schools of England and in those of the 
United States. The movement, if successful, 
will have consequences almost beyond measure. 
A healthy interest in Shakespeare is an educa- 
tion in itself. A knowledge of him in his 
myriad aspects is a liberal education. An 
understanding of his patriotic teaching is an 
inspiration. A meeting of the Shakespeare 
Agsociation at King’s College, London, early 
in the week elected Mr. Page, American Am- 
bassador, as President, thus emphasising the 
affinity of race: and tongue and ideal which 
binds both peoples. The important part of the 
proceedings was the reading ef a message in 
which Mr. Page announced that the United 
States Commissioner of Education has made 
“a memorandum that Shakespeare Day shall 
be generally observed hereafter in the schools 
of the United States.” The same rule will ap- 
ply in schools throughout Great Britain. Are 
the children in our Irish schools to miss this 
opportunity of knowing Shakespeare? The 
question may have no immediate bearing. on 
the theatre. Indirectly, however, it does touch 
the theatre; and may in the near future touch 
it vitally. For it is certain that the children 
who approach the theatre by the broad, sunny 
highway of the Shakespeare play will bring 
With them a clearer vision, a profounder sym- 
pathy, a juster taste than those who come by 
other ways.

Invaluable work was 
done during this period by the Royal Navy 
in transporting and landing supplies from 
the sea at El Arish. The coast is excep- 
tionally unfavourable for operations of this 
kind, owing to strong currents, a shelving 
and shifting beach and heavy surf. Never- 
theless, owing to the  whole-hearted co- 
operation of Vice-Admiral Sir BR. B. 
Wemyss, K.C.B., C.M.G., M.V.O., and 
those under him, a large amount of stores 
and supplies was landed. Before the end 
of the month the railway station at El 
Arish was completed. During the month 
of February, on the eastern front, the rail- 
way, in spite of many difficulties owing to 
the heavy sand, was gradually pushed out 
along the coast. The period generally was de- 


voted to the perfection of the El Arish posi- 


tion, and to the energetic training of the 
troops. 
THE WESTERN FRONT. 

During most of the period under review 
the estern Front has been quiet. 
The work done by the light and ‘armoured 
cars, owing to the dash and enterprise of their 
officers, has been uniformly excellent. They 
are the terror of all the ill-disposed in the 
Western Desert, and to them, as much as to 
any, is due the tisfactory state of things 
which exist throughout from the coast down to 
the Fayum. During the month of January I 
received intelligence that Sayed Ahmed, the 
Grand Senussi, with his Commander-in-Chief, 
Mohammed Saleh, whose force amounted to 
some 1,200 men, were making preparations to 
depart from the Siwa Oasis and to retire to 
Jaghbub. I therefore ordered an immediate re- 
connaissance of the Siwa and Girba Oases to 
be undertaken by a column consisting entirely 
of armoured motor cars, and supplied by motor 
transport based on Mersa Matruh, with the ob- 
ject of verifying the above report, and of in- 
flicting as much loss as possible on such part of 
the enemy forces as might be met with. Com- 
mand of this column was entrusted to Brigadier- 
General H. W. Hodgson, C.V.O.. C.B., whose 
plan was to attack the enemy camp at Girba 


with his main body, and to detach two ar- 


moured motor batteries to block the pass at 
Garet-el-Munasib—the only pass between Siwa 


i and Jaghbub practicable for camels—so that 


should Sayed Ahmed, as was probable, take to 


flight, casualties might be inflicted on his re- 
treating column by the detached batteries, and 
his march be deflected into the waterless sand- 
dunes. The whole column returned to Matruh 
on the 8th February, having sustained no casu- 
alities to personnel beyond three officers slightly 
wounded, or to material besides the lóss of one 
tender with broken springs. The enemy s losses 
were 40 killed, including two Senussi officers, 
and 200 wounded, including five Turkish 
officers 7 70 rifles were brought in and 150 de- 
stroyed ; 3,000 rounds of small arms ammunition 
were brought in and 2,000 destroyed, besides 
what was burnt by the enemy; 40 of the 
enemy's camels were killed, and a large number 
of shelters and tents were burnt. Though the 
capture of Sayed Ahmed and Mohammed Saleh 
was wanting to the complete success of the 
operations, the fighting troops—supported most 
admirably by the supply column working under 
extremely arduous conditions—accomplished ail 
that was possible under the circumstances, and 
great credit is due to General Hodgson and his 
staff. The expedition dealt a rude blow to the 
moral of the Senussi, left the Grand Senussi 
himself painfully making his way to Jaghbub 
through the rugged and waterless dunes, and

THE ARMOURED CARS. 

The outstanding features of the period 
covered by this despatch have been, on the 
eastern front the rapid progress of the railways, 
and on the western front the work of the ar- 
tuoured cars. For the speed at which the rail- 
way has been pushed out along the desert of 
El Arish and beyond, the greatest credit is due 
to Colonel Sir G. Macauley, K.C.M.G., C.B., Di- 
rector of Railways, the officers of his staff, and 
the officers. and men of the railway companies. 
In spite of endless difficulties owing to heavy 
sand and lack of water, they maintained by 
their strenuous efforts a rate of advance. which 
was not far behind that of the fighting troops, 
and were largely instrumental in enabling the 
latter to keep the enemy under a continua! pres- 
sure. 

I have already referred to the excellent work 
of the armoured cars, and light car patrols on the 
western front. Their mobility, and the skill and 
energy With which they are handled, have made 
them an ideal arm for the western desert, where 
the sand is not so heavy as on the east. It is 
not too much to say that the. successful clear- 
ance of the western oases and the satisfactory 
state of affairs which now existe on the western 
front is due more to the dash and enterprise of 
the armoured car batteries and the light car 
bais than to any other cause, and the enemy

COUNTY MONAGHAN. 


MR. JUSTICE ROSS AND DISLOYALTY. 

Yesterday the County Monaghan Summer 
Assizes were opened before Mr. Justice Ross in 
the Crown Court, and Mr..Justice Dodd in the 
Record Court. Mr. Justice Ross was accom 
panied on the bench by Lord Francis Hope, 
High Sheriff; and Mr. E. P. Tyacke, County 
Inspector R.LC., and Mr. William M*‘William, 
Clerk of the Crown and Peace, were in attenc- 
ance.

Exchange of Prisoners. 


The rough-and-ready way of the Napo- 
leonic wars in regard to the exchange of 
prisoners. might well be applied to-day. 
The question was raised in Parliament 
yesterday, when it was stated officially 
that the recent conference at The Hague 
in relation to the exchange of British and 
German prisoners had led te a provisional 
agreement. This must be ratified,.of course, 
by the two Governments. Probably the 
same method will be adopted as hitherto 
in the case of civiliatis and badly-wounded 
military prisoners. England and Ger- 
many may enlist the good offices of Hol- 
land and Switzerland, and beg these two 
countries to constitute themselves clearing- 
houses. The numbers exchanged may be 
identical, and the officers reckoned rank 
for rank. There may be certain difficul- 
ties with those of more exalted position. 
The Turks, at any rate, have shown a 
great unwillingness to give up General 
Townshend on any terms. In the case of 
Turkey the Army Council does not feel 
inclined to re-open negotiations at the 
moment, for the enemy Government is not. 
in a “receptive mood.” It is not difficult 
to gauge the diffidence of the Turk con- 
cerning the hero of Kut, who, it is now 
known, is in Constantinople. The General 
is not an ordinary man, and certainly is 
not an ordinary authority on fighting such 
as that in Mesopotamia.

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The Campaign in Egypt. 


The despatch from General Sir Archibald 
Murray, of which we print a summary 
elsewhere, is a fresh assertion of the 
essentials to victory in desert campaign- 
ing. Those essentials may be summed up 
in one word—mobility. General Murray 
describes the later stages of the advance 
from the Suez Canal to the frontier, the 
clearance of the Sinai Peninsula, and the 
first step in the invasion of Palestine with 
the capture of Rafa. His account stops 
short of the operations which culminated 
in the mysterious and inconclusive battle 
of Gaza. It throws new light on the 
peculiar difficulties which the campaign 
involved. Mobility requires, in the first 
place, as we discovered tardily in Méso- 
potamia, adequate mechanica] transport, 
ami the advance upon Palestine therefore 
meant “work, intense and utremitting.” 
The building of hundreds of miles of road 
and railway across heavy Sand was only 
one feature in the colossal labour by which 
the desert was subdued. In Sinai, how- 
ever, there was present a complication of 
the problem of mobility which did not 
exist in Mesopotamia,. There, so long as 
the advance followed the river, Water was 
always available. In Sinai the wells, widely 
separated and of small capacity, could not 
supply any large force. In these circeum- 
stances hundreds of miles of piping had to 
be laid, and elaborate arrangements made 
for the congentration, forwarding, and dis- 
tribution of water beyond the range of the 
pipes. During the period of the operations 
covered by General Murray's despatch this 
formidable water problem was adequately 
solved. In the period which intervened 
between the end of these operations and 
the advance to Gaza it was not.
